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Wages and Costs 

"American Uljor has a natural interest In the 
relationship of wages and costs," says the New York 
Times editorially. "It has a right to set its sights on a 
steadily higher sUindard of living, and it will be a bad 
day for the country if it over loses sight of that objec- 
tive. Hut the shortest and straighest road to this goal 
does not He through sharp wage increases, if unaccom- 
panied by an increase of output, for this merely brings 
higher prices to cotusutners, and wage-earners arc them- 
selves consumers. The right method is increased pro- 
duction, through higher skill, better work and the aid 
of modern industrial science." 

The Times' editorial was occasioned by a report 
from Detroit that the CIO and the United Automobile 
Workers "have abandoned any thought of new wage 
increases in favor of an all-out effort to prejciTC the 

present purchasing power of the dollar The UAW has 

decided, in concert with the CIO. that to make a fresh 
wage demand at this time might set an inflationary 
spiral in motion." 

This is the ver>' heart of the labor-wage contro- 
versy. Ever-increasing wages without a relative in- 
crease in productivity can benefit no one in the long 
run. Evcr\' general rise in prices further reduces la- 
bor's "take home" pay. It is good to know that some 
important labor groups are apparently recognizing this. 
It is time all labor understood it as well.

Plenty of Red Tape 

In report number 10. seventy-fighlh Congress, of 
a committee headed by then Senator Truman, this 
obser\'ation was made: "It is the job of government 
to devise rules of the road, but not to tell :he driver 
where he must travel." 

That principle is as sound now as on the day 
some years ago when it was written. The whole system 
of democratic government depends upon government 
being an umpire, not a player in the game. The gov- 
ernment devises laws and regulations to prevent dis- 
honesty, misrepresentation, combinations in ro=traint 
of trade, and similar practices. Then, within those laws 
and regulations, the players play the game of buiip.ess 
as best they can. 



The incredible economic and social progress 
made by our people since the Uevolulion is the result 
of that philosophy. It is the mainstay of open competi- 
tion. It is the stimulus which drives men to lake 
chances, to develop new products, to go ahead. And, 
most important, it is the basic guarantee of individual 
freedom. 

It is apparent to anyone that government has 
moved far 3w.iy from that principle. Government has 
made itself player as well as umpire. And enterprise, 
American enterprise, finds itself chained and frustrated. 

The agonizing del.iys in reconversion lo peace- 
time production are largely the conse(|uence of too 
nuieh government. Any man who tries lo start a bus- 
iness, build a home, or buy a pifce of war surplus 
c(|uipment knows what happens. The red tape is in 
abuiulance— and cver>thing else is scarce. When will 
the American people, for the sake of the future, force 
a change?
